In “Julius 
Cesar” Shakspeare frequently tutroduces the 
word * the name of the town in Mace- 
doula where Brutus and Cassius were defeated by 
Augustus and Mark Anihony. There is only 
one correct way ot pronouncing this word Philip- 
il. The accent is ou the second syliable and the 
nul 1 is short, so that the word rhymes with 
„Mississippi.“ Look in any pronouncing diction- 
ary of proper names of L. tin origin (erro Web- 
ster, p. 1.620, edition of 1877,) and you wil! find 
Philippi so pronounced. Now, will it be believed 
that Mr. MceCullouzh not only has never learned 
how to provounce this word, but that be mukes 
two biunders iu its pronunciation? He puts the 
accent on the first syllabic and makes the final 
„1“ long, thus, Philip ve. The other aciors fol- 
low him, and ibus every time the word occurs a 
ine of Shakspeare is murdered aud his verse, 
wih its beautiful rbhytiu, is turned into prose.

In reply to your verbal request of this date for 
certain intormation regardiug the river gauge and 
“low Water” mark used ai this station, I have the 
honor to offer the following: 

The “low ter“ of December 21, 1863, was 
adopted as the zero point of the station gauge for 
the reason that the river on that date teli lower 
than ever before Known at least no lower stage 
Was ever reoorded, vor has the r. ver iallen as iw 
since that date. The zero polut of the gauge is 
33.81 feet below the city airectrix and the gauge 
is located opposite No. 4 South Front street or 
Levee. 

T..e city directrix is the datum line from which 
all elevations are obtatued for tue city and vicip- 
ity. Itis:he high water mark of 1826, aud was 
then establis..ed by Col Reue Paul, ciiy surveyor 
and approved as suen by the Board of Aiderinen 
of that year. There was farmed a monument 
then, which, Lowever, wasuestroved by the gieat 
fire ei 1849, that laid the city builaines in aSiLes 
and noting remains now but a pedestal on the 
site Where tue monument stood, the top of Walen 
is considered the directrix; it is ievel with tue 
curb une und is situated on the sidewalk opposite 
No. 4 Soutu Frout street or Levee.

MERICAN BISHOPS. . 
The Object of Their Conference at 
Rome Misunderstood. 


dt ls Being Heid to Settle Points of Church 
Discipline — The franco - Chinese War 
Cloud Alarming Englishmen—European 
News Notes. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

_ Lonpon, November 8 from . 
regarding the conference be America 
bishops, and the reported intention of sending a 
papal nuncio to the United States, is said in ele- 
silastical circles here tw be pased entirely on 
guesswork. The objeet ot the conference of the 


| bishops has been misunderstood. It is being held 


to setile points of church discipline, such as the 
relations between the bishops and the priests, 
which, as canon law is not practiced in the 
United States, have been controlled by the bishops 
themselves or by their councilof priests Known 
as judicious causarum. These points of discip- 
line do not involve any dogmatic questions. The 
conference is simply a private council of Pope 
Leo XIII. and representative bishops, conse- 
quently no report of their proceedings can 

OR WILL BE MADE PUBLIC 
through the newspapers, least of all through 
the Liberal Italian journals, such 48 
Ti Direto, which announced the in- 
tention of sending a papal puncio 
to the United States. The only paper in Rome from 
which reliable reports from the Vatican can be 
found is the Osservatore Romano, whieh ts silent 
about the proceedings of the conference. Even the 
Le Moniteur de Rome, which calls it elf the or- 
gan of the Vatican, does not attempt to ive in- 
formation on the subject. The appointment of a 
nuncio would mean a certain connection between 
the Church and the State to which he would be 
atcredited. The bierarchy and Cxtnolics of the 
Un' ted States, whose views the Pope is receiving, 
are known to be entirely opposed to even the sus- 
picion of any such connection. This was the po- 
sition taken by Mgr. Bedini, who in 1850 was, 
under a total. misrepresentation of affairs in 
America, sent to the United States. His mission 
was discouraged by Bishop Hughes, and 

WAS A TOTAL FAILURE. 

There is no probability that either a nuncio or an 
ahlegate will ve sent to the United States, as the 
Bishops at present are enabled to communicate 
secretly with Rome on the shortest notice. It is 
very probable that one of the subjects discussed 
at Rome is the holding of another pleuary coun- 
ell in the United States, the last one having deen 
held in Baltimore about ten years ago. It Is 
hoped by American Catholics bere that this con- 
ference of Bishops will have the effect of teach- 
ing the monsignori who control the foreign du- 
reau, at Rome that America is not a small 
annex to Great Britain, or an 
island somewhere in the Gulf of Mexico, 
as the mousignori have an inadequate conception 
of American geography. 

it may as well be stated also that Mr. Glad- 
stone has denied that Mr. Errington bas any mis- 
‘sion from the British Government to the Vaticah, 
and owing to his breach of confidence in making 
the Irish circular of Cardinal Simeon! public 
through the Times, he is not in favor at Rome. 

THE TONQUIN TROUBLE. 

The news from France and Chinais beginning 
to alarm Englishmen. Heretofore it has been 
supposed that the Tonquin dispute was really a 
game of biuffon both sides, and few entertainea 
any fear that a geveral war between Frauce and 
China would ever occur. Now it is believed that 
war ts certain. The dispatch from Hong Kong 
announcing that Pin Yuling, a Chinese alde-de- 
camp, bad been dispatched from Harkow to raise 
20,000 volunteers, was yesterday received with in- 
credulity. To-day’s dispatches, however, confirm 
it and give turther particulars, all lending to show 
the seriousness of the situation. Pin Yuling was 
not sent to raise 20,000 volunteers, but for a more 
important service. His mission is to open re- 
crulting stations throughout the entire province 
of Hoo Pe, of which Harkow is one of the capi- 
tals, and he would have no difficulty in raising 

HALF A MILLION OF MEN 
if he desired them. as the district around Harkow 
has twice the population of London. Today's 
dispatches state that recruiting stations are being 
opened throughout all the northern districts of 
the Empire, where the war fever is high. Many 
politicians affect to discredit these dispatches 
from China, and describe them as tom-toms. Thev 
na seems to be gathering an army 
large enough to overrun Europe, which 
they pronounce ridiculous in view of 
the inconsiderable task on hand. The navy jour- 
nals of England discuss the situation as one of 
the utmost gravity, and are accusing the Govern- 
ment of having, by a procéss of starvation, 
SO WEAKENED THE BRITISH NAVY 
that if war between France and China breaks out 
England will be actually unable to find either the 
ships or the marines necessary to properly rein- 
force the British squadron in Chinese waters. 
The French Government is busy preparing rein- 
forcements forthe army in Tonquin. An entire 
brigade of picked Zouaves is being organized for 
immediate aeportation to Hanoi. 
AT THE HEAD OF THE LONDON POOR. 
Lord Salisbury, the leader of the Tory party, 


‘| until recently regarded as one of the coldest and 


least magnetic of public men. has suddenly blos- 
somed into a leader of the London workingmen. 
His article on the London poor, which was writ- 
ten for the purpose of damning the present Lib- 
eral government by contrasting its waste of the 
public time in foolish attempts to give the Irish 
remedijai legislation, which they do not want, 
while entirely negiecting the more numer- 
ous, more deserving and more wretched 
poor of London. has become the great political 
document of the workmen of the metropolis. The 
publication is practically the first really serious 
and successful atiempt on the part of a prominent 
Tory peer to direct pudlie attention to the needs 
of the Englsn poor, and the workmen, failing to 
see the political motive, have accepted the article 
at its face value, and are fast abandoning loyalty 
to the Liberal leaders. The Congervattves are 
fully alive to the situation, and are busily organ- 
izing the disaffected. 


The German Crown Prince at Genoa,

The 
amount expended last vear for school purposes 
Was $58,096 21. The school population of the 
county increased in one year from April, 1882, to 
April, 1883, 1,062.

View of the Olive and the Thir- 
teenth Street Fronts. 


Details of the Style of Architecture of 
the Music Hall and Other Buildings— 
Plans of Mr. J. B. Legg. 


The Posr-Drsraren several weeks ago pub- 
lished .exciusively the first description of the 
new Exposition and Music Hall now in course of 
construction in Missouri Park with plans of each 
floor. To-day it presents a pieture ot the front 
and sideelevations of the massive aud beautiful 
building, The building is to be placed thirty feet 
back from the sidewaik line on Olive 
street and adout seven feet back 
from the other boundaries of the lot. 
thus covering an area of ground 323 feet east and 
west and 455 feet north and south. The building 
is to be three stories in height, The main story 
will preserve a uniform height of twenty-five feet, 
and the story above thirty feet high in the walis 
to base roof-trusses, with the ceiling rising on a 
line with roof trusses to a point forty feet above 
the upper floor and under the sides of lantern, and 
apex of ceiling over naves sixty feet high above 
the upper floor, through which a height of eignty- 
five feet from the main floor to the ceiling over 
the principal naves in the exposition department. 
Mr. J. B. Legg, the architect and designer of tive 
building furnished the following description

The Olive street front deserves the merit of de- 


to speak of the work as the architect it is given 
in the languace of Mri J. B. Legg, who drafted 
the design; The center entrance and the main 
one to tbe builaing is of highly ornamented pol- 
ished granite aud cousists of four large arch open- 
ings through which the marble steps continue un- 
til they reach the massive doors on 
the level of the first floor which 
open into the main vestibule. The 
arches over athe openings spring trom broad 
pilasters With carved caps. Over this covered en- 
trance is a Duicony, at the level of the sreund 
floor, with an arti-tic stone balustrade, from each 
post of which rise gas standards of eiaburate de- 
Sign. At te junction of the step and area coping 
iu front of Lhe main entrance, and on the coping 
at the platform of the steps 
WILL BE HEAVY GAS LANTERNS 

of richly Oruame iced bronze aud pi.te-glass. 
These, and the baicouy standards, when lighted, 
Will place the main entrance in a vrilliant flood of 
light. In the reur of the dalcony is au immense 
tracery Windew thut opeus into the second story 
of the Music Hall. On either side of this window 
are large panels of decorated terra cotta work 
wilh spaudrels of the same material at the sides 
the arch. The projection fur this cornice Is 
cupped by a pediment under the cornice of which 
are urranged terra Cotta panels of various de- 
signs, aud the whole is crowned with a female fig- 
ure twenty-four feet lu heixut, represeutaive of 
ligt, placed 131 feet above the level of the 
street.

How the Missouri Bicycle Clab Enjoyed 
Sabbath. 

The Missouri Bicycle Cub, at 7:30 last eveninky’?* 
completed what will de a memorable run, havihe 
made 104 mites in 16 hours and 45 minutes.
